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ELECTION COMMISSION OF INDIA 
NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 9th August, 1994 

O.N. 117(E).—Whereas, the Election Commission, by its order dated the 
18th May, 1994, in the dispute relating to the Jharkhand Mukti Morcha, a 
recognised State Party in the State of Bihar, under paragraph 15 of the Election 
Symbols (Reservation and Allotment) Order, 1968 had frozen the symbol 'Bow 
and Arrow’ reserved for the Jharkhand Mukti Morcha in the State of Bihar and 
directed that neither of the rival or splinter groups of the Party shall use that 
symbol, ncr shall they use the name ‘Jharkhand Mukti Morcha’ simplicitor till 
the final decision in the main dispute ; 

And Whereas, the Commission by its said order dated 18th May, 1994, 
also directed that the two groups of the Jharkhand Mukti Morcha— one led by 
Shri Shibu Soren and other by Shri Krishna Marandi—shall be known and shall 
describe themselves, as ‘Jharkhand Mukti Morcha (Shibu Soren Group)’ and 
‘Jharkhand Mukti Morcha (Krishna Marandi Group)’ respectively till the final 
decision in the main dispute ; 

And whereas, the Commission, by its further order dated 29th July, 
199 A has finally decided the said dispute and vacated the above referred interim 
order dated 18-5-1994, and has directed as follows :— 

(i) the group of the Jharkhand Mukti Morcha led by Shri Shibu Soren 
and Shri Shailendra Mehato is the Jharkhand Mukti Morcha, the 
party recognised as State Party in the State of Bihar, for the purposes 
of said symbols Order ; 

(ii) the said group will be entitled to use the Party’s reserved symbol 
‘Bow and Arrow’; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of clause (b) of sub-paragraph (1) and 
suh-paragraph (2) of paragraph 17 of the Election Symbols (Reservation and 
Allotment) Order, 1968, the Election Commission hereby makes the following 
further amendments to its Notification No. 56[92, dated the 7th January, 1993, 
published as O. N. 2(E) in the Gazette of Tndia, Extraordinary Part-II, Sec¬ 
tion 3(iii), dated the 8th January, 1993, and as amended from time to time, 
namely :— 
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In Table II appended to the said Notification, against ‘Bihar’ in column 1, 
for the existing entries at serial numbers 1, 1A and IB, the following entries 
shall be substituted under columns 2, 3 and 4 respectively :— 

“Jharkhand Mukti Morcha Bow and Arrow Bariatu Road, Ranchi- 

834008 Bihar" 

2. For the removal of any doubt, it is hereby clarified that the group headed 
by Shri Krishna Marandi is, as on date, neither a registered nor a recognised 
pol'tical party for the purposes of the Representation of the People Act, 1951, 
or the Flection Symbols (Reservation and Allotment) Order, 1968.
